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THE VALUATION DISPUTE. 

Both the Kellogg-Briand treaty and the new cruis 
er bill are for the moment somewhat overshadowed 
at Washington by the great battle which is being 
fought before the United States Supreme Court in 
the St. Louis & O’Fallon Railroad suit. 

It is a battle that has long been brewing. The 
attorneys for this little nine-mile railroad are re 
sisting efforts of the Government to recapture $226, 
000 which the Interstate Commerce Commission 
charges it owes for earnings from 1920 to 1923 in ex: 
cess of the 6 per cent profit the company is permit 
ted on its investment. Its investment, says the com- 
pany, is what it would cost to reproduce the property, 
less depreciation. Its investment, says the commis- 
sion, should be largely based upon price levels for 
materials and supplies in 1914, which represented a 
20-year price level, and to an approximately % degree 
in 1919, which represented the cost of later construc- 
tion. The commission has brought to its aid in argu- 
ing its position before the United States Supreme 
Court Walter L. Fisher, former Secretary of the In- 
terior. The Attorney-General, who is on the side of 
the commission, has engaged as special counselor a 
distinguished predecessor, George W. Wickersham. 
On the side of the commission is also Donald Rich- 
berg, the valuation expert, who has been allowed to 
intervene as a representative of the National Associa- 
tion on Railroad Valuation. 

On the basis of the valuation theory enun- 
ciated by the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
total value of railroads in the United States in 1920, 
according to Mr. Wickersham, was some $18,950,000,- 
000. The most of them were built at costs consider- 
ably lower than costs in 1914. Mr. Wickersham es- 
timates that on their own valuation they were worth 
some $41,000,000,000 in 1920. The outcome of 
the suit does not greatly involve the question of rates, 
though the late Senator La Follette said in support 
of the resolution which initiated valuation of the rail- 
roads that it was “to outlaw for rate-making purposes 
the inflated and fraudulent values claimed by the 
railroads.” Rates are already so high that most of 
the railroads are meeting serious competition in auto- 
motive transportation. Few of them would be able 
to increase rates. The outcome of the case relates 
more to earnings which the railroads would retain 
under their own theory of valuation. 

There are two consequences, the one probable and 
the other certain, that lend additional interest to 
this great suit. It is possible that the Supreme Court 
may not decide the major question. The lower court 
held the excess earnings were subject to recapture on 
the O’Fallon'’s own valuation. It avoided the valuation 
question itself. Judge Stone, who handed down 
the decision, said the question of valuation need 
not be passed upon, inasmuch as the railroad’s own 
claims failed to establish the fact that its property 
had been confiscated. However, it is not thought that 
the Supreme Court will dodge the valuation issue. 
Judge Faris, who was a member of the lower court, 
said in a separate opinion acquiescing in the deci- 
sion that he had searched all the opinions of the 
Supreme Court and found it had no hard and fast 
rule of valuation. Commissioner Eastman says it 


has never touched firm ground on this great issue.. 


Only chaos ¢an result from its failure to say exactly 
what the basis for valuation of public utilities should 
be, and chaos has resulted from it. The Supreme Court 
therefore can hardly disappoint the widespread ex- 
pectation that in the St. Louis & O’Fallon Railroad 
case it will say what this basis should be. That is, it 
may sustain the commission and thus indicate that 
this is the line that must be pursued. It can hardly 
sustain the railroads. To do so would, as the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has said, “result in such 
an orgy of speculation as Wall street has never seen.” 
It would, indeed, double what the railroads have cost. 

At any rate, the nation is witnessing the inter- 
esting spectacle of one of the smallest railroads in 
the country figuring in the momentous issue of rail- 
road valuation. It reminds the historian that once 
before, in the Dred Scott case, St. Louis similarly fig- 
ured, as the home of Dred Scott, in a decision by 
the Supreme Court of another great issue, one also 
of tremendous consequences.

The Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. announces a 
program of construction of long-distance cable lines 
to connect the principal cities of Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas. The {investment is 
estimated at $45,000,000, and five years, it is calcu- 
lated, will be required to complete the work. 

A considerable part of the system will be under- 
ground, in order to avoid the property damages and 
interruptions of service caused by storms. The loss 
from storms, on account of destruction and in reve- 
nue due to partial suspension of service, must ran 
into big figures over a period of years. Apparently, 
though, it does not justify the cost of a complete 
underground cable system, though experience may 
show the’ regardless of initial expense, the under- 
ground .em is sound economy. 

The ..provement as outlined, however, should 
prove valuable to this rapidly growing Southwest. 
On what were wind-swept prairies but a few years 
ago, Oklahoma, for example, has built a score or more 
of important cities, all requiring continuously de- 
pendable telephone service. Prophets foresee the day 
when Texas will have wrested the distinction of Em- 
pire State from New York. Arkansas, by the con- 
struction of good roads, ig preparing for the larger 
economic destiny to which her natural wealth en- 
titles her. Kansas prospers. Missouri is a going 
concern with an assured future. 

The overhead wire belongs to yesterday. The 
Southwest is headed for tomorrow, on which it will 
call, with multitudinous voice, “Hello, St. Louis!” 
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MR. BAKER’S REGRETS. 

Gov. Baker spoke. somewhat feelingly in his fare- 
well message about the difficulties of operating our 
penal institutions. Those difficulties are real, as all 
informed citizens are aware. Mr. Baker, it must be 
presumed, was as familiar with that fact when he was 
State Superintendent of Schools as he now is on 
the eve of his retirement from the governorship, Un- 
fortunately for him and for the State, he made no use 
of his knowledge.

Perhaps the costliest of them all was the En- 
loe appointment. It should serve as a warning to 
Gov. Caulfield against rewarding personal or political 
friends at the expense of the people and the reputa- 
tion of Missouri. 
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SCOTT FIELD. 

Scott Field has been a neglected child of the army. 
Representing a great investment as a flying field and 
turned over to lighter-than-air craft, it hag received 
scant attention from the authorities at Washington. 
For years it has been sadly in need of improved hous- 
ing and additional equipment. 

Now we find the appropriations committee in the 
House inclined to cut out a provision.for housing and 
equipment at Scott Field, on the ground that the War 
Department officials have failed to recommend any 
appropriation for Scott Field. A member of the 
committee said that Scott Field ought to be under 
the Navy Department, because lighter-than-air craft 
was a naval specialty. 

The incident illustrates some of the problems aris- 
ing under the division of air craft activities between 
the army and the navy. Valuable things may be lost 
between the two. One of these is Scott Field. The 
Army Department officials admit the value of lighter- 
than-air craft in war, but are indifferent to its de- 
velopment, 

Certainly Scott Field ought not be abandoned be- 
cause there is some doubt as to whether lighter-than- 
air activities belong to the army or the navy. It is 
a wonderful field, with one of the best locations in 
the United States. The making and equipping it 
have cost a large sum. It would be a heavy loss to 
aviation to abandon this excellent, outstanding field 
of the Middle West. Another in time would have to 
be put in its place. 

The Chamber of Commerce has taken up the cause 
of Scott Field before Congress and it ought not to be 
satisfied with a niggardly appropriation at this time. 
It ought to go into the question of maintaining Scott 
Field thoroughly. We believe that all it needs is an 
honest investigation to convince Congress that the 
field not only ought to be maintained but put into 
first-class — 
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A BARBAROUS RECORD. 

With 215 automobile fatalities in St. Louis last 
year, or 67 more than in 1927, the record is bad 
enough without that barbarous appendage to which 
the Safety Council calls attention when it says of 
the numerous flights from the scenes of accidents 
that “this is a disgraceful condition for any civilized 
community.” 

The report says: “The fact that Coroner’s juries 
rendered verdicts of criminal carelessness or homicide 
in 46 fatal pedestrian accidents draws attention to a 
very serious condition. In 16 of these 46 cases driv- 
ers fled the scene leaving their dead in the street 
behind them and making no effort to render assist- 
ance which might in some cases have saved the lives 
of the injured. According to newspaper accounts 
there were nearly 100 additional cases in which driv- 
ers left the scene of an automobile accident in which 
they had injured a pedestrian and did not wait to 
find the extent of the injuries nor attempt to give 


a doctor’s office.” 

Truly a disgraceful situation. It bears out the 
belief of the council and the conviction of the Post- 
Dispatch that automobile drivers should be licensed. 
The council has before the Legislature now a bill 
which would require all automobile drivers to be 
licensed. The driver who flees from the scene of an 
accident, perhaps leaving to die an injured person 
who might have been hurriedly carried to a doctor or 
a hospital, ought to be debarred forever from driving 
a machine in the State. 

The Legislature has few problems more serious 
than this. States such as Massachusetts, New York 
and New Jersey have all attempted to increase the 
responsibility of the automobile driver. They have 
not yet found the way in which this can be effective- 
ly done. Our own Legislature should look into all 
these efforts, and it should not think of adjourning 
before it has given Missouri the benefit of such wis- 
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Will it be a race between Joplin and Purdin? 
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EVOLUTION IN ‘MISSOURI. 

If there was any doubt about it, evolution has now 
been vindicated in Missouri. Its soundness as a 
working hypothesis and its effectiveness in operation 
has been demonstrated in the case of State Represen- 
tative Charles C. Jackson of Oregon County. The re- 
sult is the more conclusive in that Mr. Jackson, in the 
light of his history, was unpromising material. 

When the last session of the Legislature was held 
Mr. Jackson's evolution was so far retarded that he 
was capable of introducing a bill prohibiting the 
teaching of the theory of evolution in public schools 
or any State supported educational institution in the 
State, and imposing penalties upon any person who 
attempted to teach it. 

In the brief interval between sessions Mr. Jackson 
has made marked progress in his emergence from 
the primordial condition from which evolution, as 
understood by its proponents, provides a way of 
escape. In proof of the change that has been wrought 
in him he has announced that at the present session 
he will not reintroduce the bill. 

It may be true, as he says, that his constituency is 
still unreconciled, having re-elected him by an in- 
creased majority, which he ascribes to the stand that 
he made at the last session, but it takes a long time 
for evolution to do anything with constituencies. 
There is hope, though, for the constituency of Sam 
D. McDaniel of McDonald County, who joined with 
Mr. Jackson in introducing the bill, which did not 
re-elect him. It is not unreasonable to expect that 
the next time Mr. Jackson runs he will be re-elected 
in approval of his advanced stand in the present in- 
stance. Evolution works that way.

Japan’s Policy Toward China 


Baron Shidehara, when foreign minister of Japan, adopted a watchful waiting policy 
and scrupulously avoided meddling in China’s affairs save where the vital inter 
ests of his country were in jeopardy; his successor, Baron Tanaka, has reversed 
this position in favor of a more imperialistic course.

N a nutshell, the China policy of the 
| tanaka administration is a complete 
aboutface from that of Baron Shide- 
hara, the Foreign Minister of the preceding 
cabinet. Shidehara’s was an attitude of 
watchful waiting; most scrupulously did 
he avoid meddling with China’s affairs save 
where the vita] interests and rights of his 
country were in jeopardy. This noninter- 
ference policy of his did not find favor 
with in certain quarters in the Empire 
which wished the Government to intervene 
in the activities of the Southern forces, 
while the Japanese residents in China, those 
engaged in the China trade, and others be- 
came dissatisfied with it. 
” — ~ 


The situation was made into political 
capital by Baron Tanaka and the Setyukai 
party, of which he is the leader. On March 
24, 1927, the Nanking incident occurred 
and showed the out-and-out noninterference 
policy in a disadvantageous light. Then 
came the serious financial panic in Apri) 
of the same year, to which the Wakatsuki 
Cabinet finally succumbed. The incoming 
Tanaka administration has kept before the 
eyes of the people the two grave blunders 
of its predecessor, namely, its alleged fail- 
ure to meet the Chinese situation and the 
financial debacle at home. Under such 
circumstances it is only natural that Baron 
Tanaka should proclaim the correction of 
these fiascos to be the outstanding raison 
d'etre of his Cabinet. 

Ever since h was sworn in as Premier 
and Minister of Foreign Affairs concurrent- 
ly on April 17, 1927, Baron Tanaka has 
pursued a China policy in which two as- 
pects stand out in bold relief: first, aban- 


donment of his predecessor's conciliatory. 


attitude toward the revolutionary elements 
in China; secondly, a firm stand to pro- 
tect our rights and interests there with 
such exacting rigor that, trifling or im- 
portant. such rights and interests shall :be 
scrupulously respected by the Chinese, and 
that any trespass on them on the part of 
China may be regarded by Japan as a cause 
of intervention. The very first statement 
given out to the press by Baron Tanaka 
on the occasion of his assumption of the 
portfolio of Foreign Minister, in addition 
to the Premiership, contained a significant 
intimation that he could not be indifferent 
to the activities of the Chinese Commu- 
nists. Short as the remark was, it was 
the first utterance of the new Minister 
for Foreign Affairs and it was evident from 
the first that his Cabinet was no friend 
of the Southern revolutionaries, 


How deep-seated its opposition is can 
be seen from the fact that no notice has 
been taken by the Japanese Government 
of the ferreting out of the Bolsheviks by 
the Southerners from among their rank and 
file or the onslaught on the Reds made 
by Chiang Kai-shek and the fact that the 
Southern Government, us well as 
Chiang Kal-shek and his followers, who 
should all be the logical friends of the 
Tanaka Cabinet, have not discovered any 
sympathetic warmth in the heart of Japan 
despite the categorical adicu they have 
said to the Reda. 

A concrete evidence of the reversing of 


” 


Shidehara’s liberal China policy by the new 


administration was not long in cropping 
up. Only five weeks had passed after its 
formation when late in May, 1927, Jap- 
anese troops marched into Shantung to 
protect the lives and property of the 20,- 
000. Japanese residents of Tsinanfu, the 
capital of th: province, and our interests in 
the Shantung Railway in view of the pres- 
ence of the Southern troops there. Public 
opinion in our country was then divided 
with regard to the intervention. It must 
be borne in mind, however, that adverse 
comments were strong enough to keep 
the intervention within bounds: in other 
words, Baron Tanaka refrained from going 
beyond the declared purpose into a more 
militant step so eagerly advocated by a 
certain wing of the Government at that 
time. He even withdrew the Japanese 
troops early last September when things 
settled down a little. In this connection 
it is worth mentioning that the principle 
Baron Tanaka has upheld ever since of 
giving protection to our nationals “‘in their 
present places of residence in China” dates 
from thig episode and that in a statement 
anent the recalling of our soldiers from 
Shantung he let it be known that in case 
of similar occurrences in the future he 
would not hesitate to repeat his military 
precautions wherever and whenever there 
might be need.

There is no use our shirking the neces- 
sity of looking the facts in the face. Many 
far-reaching changes have happened in the 
political, economic, and military situations 


in China. The victory of the Southerners 
has been practically complete, despite the 


“apparent hesitation of the Tanaka admin- 


istration to recognize their government. In 
early June the Pekin Government col- 
lapsed under the persistent pounding by 
the Nationalists. which has gone on for 
the last years, with the result that here- 
after there will be one instead of two 
governments as the center of new adjust- 
ments in the republic. Then there is the 
growing ill-feeling among Chinese people 
toward the Tanaka Cabinet. Keeping these 
facts in mind. one should not wonder at 
the swelling voice in this country—a voice 
strong and persisten. though at times a 
little shaky from uncertainty—which clam- 
ors for the scrapping of our floundering 
China policy of 17 years and the adoption 
of a new, liberal policy in its place. At the 
last session of the Imperial Diet, support 
for a stiff China policy. even inclusive of 
armed intervention, was given by the ad- 
ministration party. which nevertheless held 
its own by a precarious majority The 
question of whether the contact of the 
Tanaka Cabinet with China for the last 14 
months has been a success or fallure will 
depend for its answer on whether the 
Cabinet can bridge the gap of hostile senti- 
ment it has created between us and our 
neighbor and on how it will manage to 
solve various problems at issue which have 
been made the more difficult by the blood 
stains they now bear. In the meantime 
much hope is based on the reasonable and 
moderate nature of the foreign policy of 
the Nationalists apparent in a manifesto 
made public on June 16.

Chamber of Commerce Subcommit- 
tees to Take Up Measures 
Affecting City.
